A method for manufacturing an electro-optic modulator structure comprising: 

providing a glass substrate with a r e gularized surface ; 

spin coating a sensor material onto the regularized surface of the glass substrate with 
controlled evaporation and absent an adhesive to obtain a coated substrate; 

spin coating a water-based substance e mulsion as an adhesive layer onto the sensor 
material of the coated substrate to obtain an adhesive coated substrate; and 

laminating a pellicle onto the adhesive coated substrate.
